I've used one for years on a Johnson 500. Since one side HV grounded, 
I mounted it on a piece of Lucite. Retained 866s as positive diodes 
in a bridge, neg-diodes are SS. 


Never considered the magnetic shunts. Bet they're there as power-limiters 
(short protecters) as in doorbell xfrmrs. Do know my oven xfxrmr hums 
like 60. (double-barreled pun, eh?) 


The web page doesn't address the welded core. That's puzzled me too. 
Maybe it's permissible w. the shunts & a big no-no without. 


One thing I've learned is reducing primary voltage helps a bunch in 
the no-shunt case (another pun maybe). Think I'll take one & series 
add the magnetron filament wdg. to primary & see if the 3V change helps. 


Original oven used one SS diode & 1 cap connected like half-wave 
doubler. Magnetron then got pulsed 60 times/sec at 4KV. Made me 
laughingly think that if u cud run oven w. door open these 4+ kw 
pulses might make enuf of an echo to be received on a blanked 
Aghz rx.

the excursion is kept to a few microns, keeping the distortion low.
